"  Tlie  fofegolhg  remarks  pn  the  hardships  and  injustice  of  imprisonment 
for  debt,  are  made  in. the  hope  of  pfoducing  some  alteration  of  the  law, 
as  to  the  umffrtunan* t  ‘the  inefficiency  of  the  system  is  fully 
proved  by  tbe  conduct  of  the  fraudulent.  The  remedy  to  the  latter  part 
of  the  evil  is,*liowever,*io' my  opinion,  in  the  hands  of  the  sufferers  them¬ 
selves.  It  is  notorious  that  no  debts  are  more  puncluslly  paid  than  those 
frequently  miscalled  “  honourable,**  i,  s.  debu  over  which  the  law  has 
DO  cohtroul.  Now  1  am  aware  that 
^  '  **  It  is  the  maxim  of  all  trade 

'  To  get  as  much  as  can  be  made.** 

'  But  we  must  remember,  (hat  where  immeuse  profits  are  sought,  pro¬ 
portionable  risk  must  be  incurred.  It  seems  only  necessary,  therefore, 
that  they  should  follow  the  advice  given  by  a  nobleman  to  his  son,  ^  not 
so  much  to  mind  the  amount  for  which  they  play,  as  the  persons  with 
whom.** 

As  however  some  time  must  elapse  before  an  alteration  can  be  made  in 
the  lari,  I  would  beg  most  earnestly  and  respectfully  to  recommend  every 
credilpr,  previous  to  taking  out  a  writ,  to  ask  himself,  what  would  have 
been  his  condition  had  some  of  his  speculations  failed?  Had  his  losses 
been  more  extensive.  Or  had  his  expenses  been  increased  by  sickneM  or 
other  unavoidable  cause  ?  .  Let  him  also  ask  himself  if  he  had  ndt  at 
least  half  the  management  of  the  transaction  which  produced  the  debt  ? 
If  these  questions  be  fairly  answered,  I  think,  even  now  we  shall  hear 
less  of  the'  ineffieaoy  of  -the  law  to  protect  tha  fair  trader,  and  read  no 
more  of  prisoners  -mr'dabt  dying  of  •starvation,  notwithstanding  they 
received  a  miserable  pittance  from  the  parish.  ^

After  the  play,  on  the  same  evening,  was  performed  a  new  musical 
afterpiece,  entitled  the  WiMle  Ladif^  being,  as  we  understand,  ad 
adaptation  of  the  French  piece  of  La  Damt  Blanche^  in  which  the 
music  of  Boieloieu  is  much  and  deservedly  admired.  The  plot  is 
taken*  from  the  MonaUery  of  Sir  Walter  Scott,  in,  whicn  thje 
Genius  of  the  House  of  Avenel  presides  over  the  destinies  of  the 
family,  in  the  form  of  a  spectre  lady,  who  exhibits  herself,  as  the 
shost-seers  usually  say  of  these  solemn  personages,  all  in  white.'' 


This  supernatural  creation,  in  the  romance,  sports  a  something  be¬ 
tween  t^edy  and  comedy,  and  has  not  been  deemed  a  very  happy 
conception ;  but  in  the  drama  it  is  grave,  and  altogether  devoid  of 
humour,  as  a  ^irit  of  quality  ought  to  be.  The  dramatic  story  runs 
as  follows: — Roland  GrttmCf  tlie  son' of  a  late  lord  of  Avenel  by  a 
secret  marriage,  on  the  death  of  bis  father,  in  his  infancy,  is  disposed 
of  by  his  uncle  or  kinsman  as  like  a  blind  puppy  as  possible;  that  is 
to  say,  he  has  him  thrown  into  the  water,  from  which  he  is  saved  by 
one  of  that  species  which  h^  so  often  been  noted  as  coadjutors  to  the 
Humane  Society,— a  Newfoundland  dog.  How  he  reaches  maturl^ 
we  can  scarcely  tell  from  the  piece,  which  opens  twenty  years  after 
his  birth,  when  be  is  led  by  a  dream  to  the’ precincts  of  ATeoel,  on 
the  eve  of  the  very  day  that,  in  default  of  the  missing  male  heir  of 
last  lord  appearing,  his  wicked  kinsman  is  to  be  admitted  into  full 
possession  of  the  fortunes  of  the  .fttmily.  The  same  dream  instructs 
him  iu  a  charm  which  will  call  up  the  White  Lady  from  the  fountain 
or  piece  of  water,  beneath  which  it  is  her  pleasure  to  make  her  cool 
ana  humid  abode.  lie  accordingly  seeks  the  haunted  spot  at  mid¬ 
night,  when  the  spirit  answers  to  his  call,  and  emphaticauly  directs 
him  to  the>  castle  of  Avenel.  He  obediently  repairs  there,  and 
requests  a  night's  lodging ;  but  in  the  mean  Ume  be  has  been  encoun¬ 
tered  by  one  Christie,  an  amiable  assassin  of  the  class  so  useful  to 
wicked  barons  who  are  intent  npon  the  profitable  destruction  of 
infant  nephews'  and  intrusive  heirs  at  law.  It  was  this  person  who 
had  undertaken  to  drown  him  white  an  inftint,  and,  in  strict  confor¬ 
mity  with  the  laws  of  romance,  he  now  rec(^nices  him  by  "  a  mark,'' 
and  informs  his  lord  of  his  existence.  When  therefore  the  young  man 
applies  for  a  night's  entertainment,  it  is  for  the  worst  of  purposes 
granted  him,  and  he  is  put  into  the  haunted  chamber  of  the  White  LadVp 


who,  it  seems,  when  weary  of  her  subaqueous  abode,  occasionally 
condescends  to  visit  the  western  wing  of  the  castle.  ’  This  situa¬ 
tion  is  chosen  for  his  bedchamber  by  the  gentle  Christie,  as  one  in 
which  his  own  intentional  dagger  performances  will  meet  with  no 
interruption.  While  all  this  is  going  forward,  some  village  females 
play  a  wild  trick  on  one  Friar  Philip — (the  readers  of  the  Monastery 
will  recollect  him) — whom  they  frighten  off  lus  horse,  while  wading 
the  mill-stream,  by  singing  a  chorus  to  him,  habited  as  so  many  White 
Ladies.  This  friar  is  a  knave,  who  retains  papers  that  prove  the 
;  treachery  of  the  would-be  lord  of  Avenel,  which,  in  consequence  o 
this  accident,  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  honest  falconer,  Adorn  Wood¬ 
cock  and  his  merry  wife,  one  of  whom  hastens  to  save  the  life  of 
Boland  at  the  castle,  while  the  other  speeds  to  the  Abbot  of  the  neigh¬ 
bouring  monastery,  to  whom  the  Avenelt  owe  feudal  homage.  The 
Abbot  summons  the  vassals  of  the  Church,  and  arrives  at  the  castle 
just  in  time  to  prevent  Roland  and  Adam  Woodcock  (the  latter  of 
whom  had  encountered  and  fought  Christie  in  the  chamber  of  the 
Wfute  Lady)  from  being  consigned  to  a  dungeon.  Instructed  by  the 
papers  recovered  from  the  friar,  he  half-ackoowleges  the  young  man 
Ho/and  as  lord  of  Avenel ;  but,  in  obedience  to  a  famil 
that,  on  the  appearance  of  the  rightful  heir,  a  statue  oi 
Lady,  which  had  unaocoiintably  vanished  from  its  t  * 
hall  of  statues,  would,  like  the  bouse  of  oui  I^y  ot 
an  excursion  through  the  air  to  resume  its  station,  he 
decision  until  he  submits  the  claim  of  Roland  to  this  ii 
legitimacy.  He  is  further  moved  to  make  this  trial,  in  consequence  of 
the  lieg^of  Avenel  having  been  used  to  swear  fidelity  at  the  foot  of 
this  statue,  whidi  they  regarded  as  the  palladium  or  tutelar  divinity 
of  the  house.  The  result  shews  the  wisdom  of  his  Reverence ;  for 
no  sooner  does  Roland  ^sme  appear  among  the  aasegibled  vaaanls 
in  this  redoubtable  hall,  than  solemn  music  is  heard,  the  statue 
slowly  rises  up  from  the  pedestal,  over  which  hovers  the  protective 
White  Lain,  who,  waving  a  blessing,  asceode  aed  gradualljr  di^ 
appears.  Kvidenoe  so  strong  is  of  course  not  to  be  rcMted,  and 
Roland  it  declared  heir  of  Avenel,  and  manies  his  enemy's  dawghf« 
Mary,  whom  he  had  accidentally  saved  from  robbers.  She  had 
recognised  him  again  on  his  application  at  the  castle,  and  had  inter¬ 
fered  in  hfs  favour;  and  such  being  the  esM,  h#r  beauty  and  merits 
are  deemed  an  ample  recompense  for  the  miade^  of  her  fetber.

^osintaoees,  Mr  Sinclair  and  La  Colbran  (a  Spaniard  by  birth)  who 
bad  some  time  before,  when  past  the  discreet  age  of  forty,  chosen  a 
waiter  to  her  person  and  fortune  in  an  unprincipled  old  lover,  Maestro 
Gioscchioo  Rossini,  having  abandoned  for  that  purpose  her  dear  iwpre. 
fgfxo  at  Naples,  Don  Domenico  Barbaja,  with  whom  she  had  lived  ten  or 
twelve  yeprt.  The  circumstances  of  this  honourable  anion  are  too  cu* 
rioss  tod  too  characteristic  of  Rossini  to  be  passed  over  in  silence 
Cslbrsn  was  living  as  wife  and  absolute  mistreu  of  bis  house,  and  despot 
sf  bis  theatres,  with  Barbaja,  who  kindly  lodged  Rossini  in  his  boose, 
sasgavebima  place  at.  bit  table  as  one  of  the  family.  It  was  well 
baswB  that  Rossini  had  been  long  before  a  favoured  amico  of  Colbran, 
whea  in  upper  Italy )  and  the  Neapolitans  could  not  help  remarking  that 
Dot  Domenico  was. an  unsuspecting,  very  good*natured  fellow,  to  give 
biw  such  a  fine  opportunity  of  renewing  his  intimacy  with  La  Signora 
lisbella.  This  family  anion  however  continued  undisturbed  for  months— 
fwvesrs;  and  whenever  Rossini  was  in  Naples,  which  was  very  fre* 
qsrntly  and  for  long  periods,  he  lived  at  Barbaja's  as  at  his  home.  Colbran 
bsd  a  pretty  little  villa  and  estate  near  Bologna,  where  her  father  resided ; 
besides  this,  she  was  mistress  of  some  forty  or  fifty  thousand  ducats  in 
woory  tad  jewels.  *  These  united  charms,  it  seems,  were  too  aiuch  for 
JUssiui;  be  enticed  her  to  go  to  Bologna — she  went  during  a  theatr'ical 
vacation  as  if  on  her  usual  business,  and  Barbaja  still  suspected  nothing. 
Sowe  kind  fricud  however  opened  his  eyes ;  he  began  to  storm;  and  Roa« 
sisi,  to  ead  all  connextoos  witb  so  vulgar  a  man,  and  to  make  him  his  last 
isitshaeal  of  gratitude,  insisted  on  being  paid  instanter  a  considerable 
saw  of  money  be  had  in  Barbaja's  hands,  aud  which  it  was  very  inconvc-
